Gleaning Is wrongly believed to rest 


.on-a common law right in England, 
and a legal obiter dictum exists that 
a man who enters a field for this pur- 
pose cannot be prosecuted for trespass. 
But a majority of Judges in the oW 
court of common pleas decided that to 
grant a general right to glean -would 
be contrary to public policy, because 
"it fwould demoralize the poor" and

Chrysanthemums 6had«d. 


Many of the fine chrysanthemums 


which are produced in this country are 
frown neither under .glass nor in the 
•pen, but under cheesecloth. In Cali- 
fornia a large number of Japanese are 
engaged.in this work, a branch of flori- 
culture in which they excel. The 
equipment of one Japanese chrysanthe- 
mum grower at Alameda, Cal, Is de- 
scribed to Popular Mechanics. It in- 
cludes an area 100 feet square covered 
with cheesecloth supported eight feet 
above tbe ground by a light wooden 
framework. Near the edges tbe roof of 
this cloth house slants: elsewhere It Is 
level In it delicate plants are set out 
about ten inches apart, protected from 
the wind, sun, dual, insects, etc. As 
they grow they are carefuUf pruned 
ao that each plant has but one stem on 
which there is a single flcrwer. The 
cheesecloth lasts only a few months 
and has to be renewed every season.

Taps and Gravitation. 


A spinning top is kept from falling 


because of the speed with -which-it re- 
volves. The attraction of gravitation 
is temporarily overcome by the cen- 
trifugal force produced by the rotation 
of the top when it is spun. Each part 
of the top is subject to the same cen- 
trifugal force as each other part at the 
same distance from the axis of rota- 
tion and to no greater force, so that 
there is no cause for the top being 
pulled in any particular direction by 
the force of gravity. As soon, as the 
centrifugal force begins to lessen be- 
cause of lessening speed of rotation 
the attraction of gravity begins to wab- 
ble. "When the-spinning motion dimin- 
ishes to such an extent that the attrac- 
tion of gravitation becomes greater 
than the centrifugal force the top falls 
to one side.

KUIti'e Grotesque Army. 


When the late President Luconte of 


Haiti set about to reduce the size of 
his army a few years ago many of the 
generals whom he mustered out of the 
service were put to breaking rock on 
the street. At oiic time there were 
more officers than men in the Haitian 
army, according to apparently nutben-^ 
tic statements. In former times the 
pay of a Haitian soldier was small at 
best, nothing at worst and at all times 
insufficient to keep the warrior fed de- 
cently. The days for loading coffee on 
departing ships were great days in 
Haiti. They were days when the army 
got a square meal, thanks to the steve- 
dore wages which the men were able 
to earn, says the National Geographic 
Magazine. The army officers of Haiti 
were as fond of gold lace as a moun- 
tain girl of bright colors. Small won- 
der, then, that the regalia of a field 
ntarshal was everywhere In' evidence. 
Feeding the Haitlau'nrmies In the days 
before the American "big brother" 
movement was not a difficult job. Gar- 
rison rations consisted of a sugar cane 
stalk two or three feet long and what- 
ever else the soldier could beg, borrow 
or steal. 


Rocking Chairs. 


Rocking chairs are an American In- 


stitution, although they are to be 
found today pretty much all over the 
civilized world. In England they are 
invariably referred to as "American 
rockers," and Indeed this application 
Is not confined to that country. Here 
and there on the continent you will 
hear of them in the same category. 
Authorities are widely at variance as 
to the time and place of the very flrst 
rocker. 
But that the first one was 


turned out more than 200 years ago 
there Is little room for doubt It Is 
fair to assume that it was the inven- 
tion of a New Bnglander who loved 
his ease. He probably invented it to 
offset the discomforts of the severely 
straight backed chairs of our early co- 
loniaLdays.—Exchange.

It is anti-photographic—that is, it can- 
not be photographed, nor can it be 
moved with alkalis by counterfeiters 
working to get a facsimile of the 
notes.

has made it his business to oppose 
the movement to make a haul on the 
federal treasury to provide for the 
construction ot a lot of public build- 
ings where thev are not needed. 


Just now the "pork barrelers'1 are 


engaged in paving the way for the 
passage of an old-fashioned "tickle 
me and I'll tickle you" park barrel 
public building bill, carrying a total 
of $30,000,000. 
When 
it became 


noised about that Ashbrook has se- 
cured half an hour's time to make a 
speech against 
the 
bill, members 


from Southern states began to make 
life burdensome for him. 
For sev- 


eral days they have been going to 
•him with stories like this: 


"We helped you 
to 
pass 
your 


widows' pension bill, not withstand- 
ing the South, as you can imagine 
is not enthusiastic on the subject of 
pensions for federal 
soldiers 
and 


their widows. Now you have an, op- 
portunity to repay us for that favor 
by helping us to get 
some 
public 


buildings for our section, where we 
receive no benefit from pension leg- 
islation. Aren't you going to do it?" 


Of course this sort of an appeal 


•would get under almost 
anybody's 


hide and Ashbrook does not claim 
to be anything more than human. 
To avoid unnecessary offense to his 
touchy colleagues he may decide not 
to make a speech against the omni- 
bus building bill and merelj content 
himself with voting against it 
He 


has a strong 
impression, however, 


that he would be performing' a real 


. public service if he tore the mask 
Vff of the bill. 


The public 
building committee 


adopted a ruse to 
get 
Ashbrook's 


vote by including in 
the omnibus 


bill an appropriation of 
$100,000 


for Mt. Vernon, in Ashbrook's dis- 
trict. It was thought he \tould not 
d~are to vote against the bill 
w^ith 


that item in it. 
But 
the 
"pork 


barrelers" misjudgel Ashbrook. He 
is against the bill 
and 
will rote 


against it at the risk of making him- 
self unpopular at Mt Vernon and he 
may yet decide to make a speech in 
which he will analyze and rt'sspct
